WE, the underfigned, members of the 
fenate of the commenwealth of Maflacha- 
fetts, do h€reby proteft againft the accept- 
ance of the Report of a joint committee 
éppeintedto €xamine the returns of votes 
for governor and lieutenant-governor of 
the [aid commonwealth, and againft the 

ceedings of the fenaie thereon, tor the

Becaufe it is provided by the conftitu- 
tion of this commonwealth, thatthe returns 
of votes for governor and lieutenant. go- 
verpor, Feceived in Open town._meeting, 
and fealed up in prefence of the inhabit- 
ants, attefted by the fele€&lmen and town. 
clerks of the feveral towns, and tranfmit- 
‘ted to the office of the fecretary of the 
commonwealh feventeen days, at leait, 
‘before the jaft Wedvefday in May, annu- 
ally, are the only evitence of the elettion 
of thofe officers, which the ‘egiilature is 
competent to receive or examine. Yet it 
appears from the report of che commiitee, 
and trom the ftatements of ofie of ts mem- 
bers, that they did receive and examine 
evidence both written and oral, other than 
{aid returns, and have admitted fuch evi- 
dence in fome inftances to verify and in 
others to invalidate fatd returns. 
 Becanfe this unconftituiiossl and an- 
precedeated proceeding of the committee 
now adopted by the fenate, amounts to a 
grofs and flagrant vielation of the rights of 
the people, and transters front thet to the 
leg flacure the cle@lion of a governor, al- 
though a choice has been made bythe pco- 
pie.

before any secret tribunal in the absence of the ac- 
cused, much less interrogatories, the answers to 
which may tend to crimimate himself; when the 
laws shall delegate to a magistrate or to an exccu- 
tive officer, holding his place at the will of the presi- 
dent, powers in any wise analogeus to those that 
have been exercised against your memorialist, there 
must be an end to that liberty which is the boast 


and blessing of Americans, and which the constitu- \ 
‘ 


tion of the U. 5S. professes to secure; one view of 
the subject will be sufficient alone to show the enor. 
mity of the power, that has been assumed in the 
case Of your memorialist. If a magistrate may ex- 
amine an accus¢d person on interrogatories, and 
should be actuated by feelings of gratitude for his 
appoimtment, or allured by prospects of future pro- 
motion, he might wish, he might seek to criminate 
the very man whose conviction might appear ne- 
cessary to shield his patrons from reproach and in- 
famy. In such a case, a magistrate so corrupt, 
would put such interrogatories only as would cerve 
to convict the accused, but would be silent as to such 
questions as might draw forth answers tending to 
exculpation or excuse.

But that neither by the law of that country nor of 
any other where the life and liberty of the citizen is 
not at the mercy of che rulers, has a n.agistrate pow- 
er to extort partial testimony by the way of answer 
to such interrogatories as he may think fit to pro- 
pound. 

Your merorialist further respectfully repre- 
sents, that the honorzble judge Patterson being 
sick and unable to attend at the Jast circuit c’ urt of 
the United States held forthe district of New-York, 
the court was epened on the first day of the pres- 
ent month by the honorable Matthias B. Tairaadge. 
esq. who alone presided during the term; that on 
the first day of the sitting, your memorialist was 
surrendered by his sureties. Whereupon the dis-

On Tuesday arrived the Union American ship, 
which left this ciry for China the 28th of August, 
came last from Tongataboo, one of the friendly isl- 
ands, which she lefc the Sth inst.

Respecting the loss of the American ship Duke, of

Dawiet. Waricis, ehict mate of the ship Un- 
ion, of New Yorx, being sworn, says, that on or a- 
bout the 29th «f August, 1804, he sailed ia the «aid 
stip from the harbor of Port Jackson, under the 
command of capt rendle on, having taken on beard 
Mr John Boston, whomthis depone it understood 
tobe supercargo; tha: they touched ar Nurtolk Isl- 
a: d,and tence proceeded for the island of Tonga- 
tab o, one of the friendly islands, where they arriy- 
ed on or about the 30th of September; that syon 
afer they came to a:chor, a number of canoes visir- 
ed them, but left them at sun set; that on the fol- 
lowing morning they came off in great numoers, a-

For u- 
nately, though the wind was very high and tem- 
pestuous,onl. one building, a barn belonging to cap’. 
Moses Kellogg, was biown dowa We are happy 
to learn tha’ he neighboring towns escaped ‘he de- 
solating effects of the storm. As fer as we have 
been able co learn, the hail began east of W Iliams- 
borg, passediover the centre cf Hadley, ina south- 
easrerly direction, being na width tram north to 
south, a litle more than a mile, and termipated prin- 
cipally before it reached the souk end of Amherst 
The rain was probably much more extensive.
